OF BUTTER F AT IN MILK AND CREAM 

Perfected At Wisconsin Experimental Station Years Ago 
»Can Retain High-Producing Cows of Herd 
With improvmnent To Herd Yield 



I'hls lest, which waa perfected by 
Ur .s .M. liabcock, of the Wiaconsln 
Experiment Station about 81 years 
ago, Is used to dttermlne the amouat 
Of battorfat la aiUk aad oream. Its 
use la ooaaeetloB with a milk 
acalet furnishes the farmer a 
quick and simple means of finding out 
exactly how much butter each cow In 
bla herd la giving. Knowing this, he 
can then retain the high-producin;; 
COWS In the herd and use their off- 
spring to .secure still further improve- 
nient in Ihe herd yield. 

.V complete test'ng outflt coata from 
15 to |2U, depending upon the capacity. 
Complete directions are sent with each 
outfit, and by following these any 
farmer can easily make a quick and 
accurate test. 

The apparatus used conslsfa of (1) 
a whirllni; machine or centrifuge; (2) 
Rradiiated lest bottles; (I!) a glass 
measuring pipette holding 17(5 cubic 
ci'ntiinetprs; (4) a \1& c. c. glaaa acid 
measure; 1.'")) n bottle of ordinary 
commercial aulphuric acid. 

How To Make 'the Teat. 

(1) Tliori)iii;hiy mix the milk hy 
pouring or stirring and take out a 
amall amount— a few spoonsful will be 
aufflcient. * 

(2) Suck milk up Into glaas measur- 
ing pipette until It eomes above the 
17.6 c. c. mark.

I'oiir acid Into test 
botili! with milk. Thoroughly mix acid 
and milk by shaking gently with a clr 
cular motion. If more than one aainple 
Is lo be tested prepare In like manner.
